It  is  clear  from  the  recent  Unichem 
seminar  in  Tenerife  (last  week,  p764) 
that  the  battle  for  the  retail 
pharmacist's  computer  allegiance  is 
hotting  up.  For  a  start,  Unichem 
departed  from  their  customary  practice 
by  openly  announcing  developments 
planned  for  up  to  a  year  ahead — 
usually  they  perfect  a  marketable 
product  before  announcing  anything. 

Do  Unichem  detect  others  snapping 
at  their  heels?  Surely  not.  With  1,500 
PROSPER  units  in  the  field  and 
competitors  hardly  into  full-scale  user 
trials,  the  hounds  are  hardly  sure  of 
which  trail  to  follow — and  some 
appear  not  even  to  have  picked  up  the 
scent.  No,  the  answer  almost  certainly 
lies  in  the  need  to  get  a  commitment 
from  the  chemist  because  once 
"hooked"  into  a  system  it  can  be  a 
difficult  habit  to  break,  and  total 
reliance  on  the  sponsoring  wholesaler 
can  be  an  attractive  proposition  if  the 
management  data  generated  is  used  to 
its  full  potential. 

And  that  is  where,  of  course,  the 
competitor  wholesalers  part  company 
with  Unichem.  For  whatever  motives 
— altruism  and  the  long-term  good  of 
pharmacy,  or  sour  grapes  and  fear  of 
being  left  on  the  shelf,  according  to 
your  point  of  view — they  counsel 
pharmacists  to  ensure  that  any  system 
adopted  allows  freedom  of  choice 
between  wholesalers,  which 
PROSPER  does  not. 

For  those  who  are  committed 
believers  in  the  Unichem  concept — 
and  there  were  certainly  some  in 
Tenerife — then  there  should  be  no 
doubt  about  PROSPER  (though  it 
appears  that  many  current  users  are 
wasting  some  of  the  system's  most 
valuable  attributes.  However, 
pharmacists  who  have  see-sawed 
through  the  discount  war  must  first 
ask  themselves  whether  they  are 


willing  to  sell  future  freedom  of 
movement  for  the  advantages  of  a 
tried  and  tested  system  available  now. 

Certainly  there  will  be  more  to 
choose  from  if  one  is  prepared  to 
wait — though  how  long  the  waiting 
will  be  is  difficult  to  forecast. 
Wholesaler  executives  have  been  to-ing 
and  fro-ing  across  the  Atlantic  for 
long  enough,  trying  to  ensure  that 
what  they  attempt  to  introduce  will 
be  the  very  latest  ideas,  but  the  US 
does  not  necessarily  show  the  way  for 
British  pharmacy. 

Numark's  Mr  Arthur  Trotman  has 
pointed  out  that  in  the  usual  US 
environment  pharmacy  accounts  for 
only  perhaps  a  fifth  of  the  turnover, 
against  more  than  half  here,  while  the 
need  to  "bill"  every  patient  with  the 
cost  of  dispensed  drugs  offers  potential 
for  considerable  savings  through  use  of 
dispensary  systems. 

This  brings  us  neatly  to  Unichem's 
PRIDE  system,  a  true  computer  (as 
opposed  to  a  terminal  or 
programmable  key  pad)  which  is 
indeed  under  the  pharmacist's  control. 
It  looks  after  patient  records  and 
dispensing  stocks  and  prints  labels — 
and  will  order  from  anyone  (though 
only  from  Unichem  by  automatic  data 
transfer — making  it  that  much  easier 
to  become  "totally  committed").  But 
only  in  a  very  high  volume  dispensing 
business  does  there  seem  any  reason 
why  this,  or  the  alternative  dispensary 
systems,  should  take  purchase 
precedence  over  a  key-pad  system, 
which  can  help  reduce  wholesaler  costs 
considerably,  producing  counter-line 
savings  which  can  be  passed  back  to 
make  the  retailer  more  competitive. 

From  the  chemist's  point  of  view, 
it  is  sad  that  the  development  of 
computers  for  pharmacy  has 
progressed  the  way  it  has.  Because 
whereas  competition  in  most  markets 
enhances  consumer  choice,  for  the 
chemist  it  is  liable  to  put  him  into  a 
straightjacket — though  one  that  many 
will  wear  with  evident  comfort.  ■

Gillette  move  from 
recommended  to 
'notional'  prices 


Gillette  have  discontinued  issuing 
recommended  prices  for  their  toiletry 
products.  They  intend  changing  to 
notional  retail  prices  for  those  products 
which  presently  carry  a  recommended 
price  as  they  feel  this  will  give  the 
retailer  more  latitude. 

However  Gillette  still  intend  to 
maintain  recommended  prices  when 
they  offer  a  product  with  extra-value 
contents,  "in  order  to  assist  the  trade 
in  complying  with  current 
interpretation  of  the  Bargain  Offers 
Legislation". 

The  decision  to  abandon 
recommended  prices  was  taken  after 
independent  price  point  surveys  over 
the  last  three  months  revealed  price 
variations  in  all  trade  sectors.  Gillette 
would  not  disclose  any  further  details 
about  the  surveys  or  the  information 
they  found  out.  They  point  out  that 
they  have  not  quoted  a  recommended 
retail  price  for  shaving  products  for 
some  years. 

Government  Chemist 
looks  at  tampons 

The  Laboratory  of  the  Government 
Chemist  is  undertaking  an  analysis  of 
all  major  brands  of  tampon  on  the 
British  market,  the  Commons  was  told 
on  Tuesday. 

This  action  follows  reports  from 
the  USA  of  a  "health  risk"  and  Sir 
George  Young,  Under-secretary  for 
Health,  said  that  the  DHSS  has  been 
in  touch  with  the  US  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  and  was  considering 
information  received;  further  data 
were  being  sought. 

Sir  George  said  that  officials  had 
been  in  touch  with  UK  manufacturers 
and  medical  organisations.  However 
"inquiries  in  the  trade  show  that  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  product 
recently  withdrawn  from  sale  in  the 
USA  has  ever  been  available  in  this 
country". 

■  The  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
is  developing  a  Federal  Register 
proposal  which  would  require  warning 
labels  on  tampons  to  alert  women  to 


the  link  between  their  use  and  toxic 
shock  syndrome. 

The  FDA  also  intends  to  start  a 
campaign  to  inform  women  about  the 
disease  and  it  plans  to  meet  each  of 
the  major  US  tampon  manufacturers 
to  ask  them  to  join  in  the  education 
campaign.  Proctor  &  Gamble  recently 
withdrew  their  Rely  tampons  from  the 
US  market  (C&D  September  27,  p480) 
after  a  study  suggested  that  Rely  might 
be  implicated  more  than  other 
brands.  ■ 

Pharmacy  numbers 
back  in  decline 

After  the  large  net  rise  in  the  number 
of  pharmacies  in  September,  figures  for 
October  show  a  net  loss  again. 

Corrections  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  register  reveal  that  in 
October  there  was  a  net  loss  of  two 
pharmacies — 31  openings  and  33 
closures.  This  brings  the  net  loss  this 
year  to  46. 

In  England,  57  opened  up,  of  which 
four  were  in  London,  and  26  closed 
down  (four  in  London).  Two  opened 
up  in  Scotland  and  six  closed  down,, 
with  two  opening  up  and  one  closing 
down  in  Wales.  ■ 

Revised  payment  for 
dispensing  doctors 

Dispensing  doctors  in  Scotland  have 
had  their  container  allowance 
increased  to  bring  it  into  line  with 
the  allowance  paid  to  chemist 
contractors.  The  revised  rate  is  now 
3.5p  per  prescription  (instead  of 
2.8p)  and  is  effective  from  July  1. 

Certain  changes  have  also  been 
made  in  the  way  payments  to 
general  practitioners  are  classified 
when  superannuable  remuneration 
is  being  calculated.  Previously  all 
dispensing  payments  were  listed  as 
group  3  which  meant  they  consisted 
partly  of  practice  expenses 
reimbursement  and  partly  of  net 
remuneration.  However  from  October 


1,  payment  for  net  ingredient  cost, 
VAT  and  container  allowance  will 
be  classified  as  group  1  and  consist 
entirely  of  reimbursement  of 
expenses. 

The  group  3  payments  have  a 
percentage  deduction  made  when 
sur^-Tinuable  remuneration  is  being 
calculated  and  from  October  1  this 
has  been  decreased  from  30.4  to  29.3 
per  cent.  ■ 

UCA  to  discuss 
notional  pricing 

The  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
annual  general  meeting  will  include  a 
discussion  on  notional  pricing. 

The  meeting  will  be  held  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  NTs 
rooms,  73  University  Street,  Belfast  7 
on  November  19  at  8  pm.  Other  items 
on  the  agenda  include  the  minutes  of 
last  year's  AGM,  a  report  on  the 
Association's  affairs  during  the 
preceding  year,  the  financial  statement, 
and  the  president's  address. 

All  the  members  of  committee  due 
to  retire  by  rotation  have  offered 
themselves  for  re-election  with  the 
exception  of  Mr  W.  E.  Cooper.  There 
will  also  be  a  Sterling-Winthrop  film 
on  "Aspects  of  pain".  ■ 

Trader  jailed  for 
Chanel  fraud  

A  market  trader  was  jailed  for  five 
years  last  week  for  his  part  in  a  fake 
perfume  deal  that  netted  him  £35,000. 

St  Albans  Crown  Court  heard  that 
Mr  Stephen  Jory's  bogus  Chanel  No  5 
found  its  way  into  the  shelves  of 
department  stores  and  the  duty  free 
trolley  of  an  airline. 

Mr  Jory,  of  Sydner  Road, 
Shacklewell,  was  convicted  of 
conspiracy  to  defraud,  but  two  other 
men,  Mr  Jeffrey  Dent,  of  Beaton 
Road,  Ilford,  and  Mr  Ernest  Collins, 
of  Chiltern  Road,  Newbury  Park, 
were  acquitted  of  printing  the  fake 
packaging.  They  denied  the  conspiracy 
charge. 

Mr  James  Wadsworth,  prosecuting, 
said  hundreds  of  thousands  of  fake 
bottles  and  packaging  almost  identical 
to  the  real  thing,  had  been  produced 
over  about  five  years.  Police  eventually 
moved  in  after  many  people 
complained  to  Chanel. 

Mr  Jory  told  police:  "At  no  time 
did  I  ever  feel  I  was  cheating  the 
public.  I  never  told  anyone  it  was 
anything  other  than  what  it  was."  ■ 
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High  Court  gives  go-ahead  for 
Statutory  Committee  inquiry 


Disciplinary  proceedings  brought  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  against 
three  pharmacists  who  injured  another 
student  at  a  "disco"  at  the  London 
School  of  Pharmacy  should  go  ahead, 
two  judges  decided  in  the  High  Court 
on  Tuesday. 

Mr  Michael  Shutt  of  The  Avenue, 
Chiswick,  Mr  Jerome  Brookman  of 
Firtree  Gardens,  Shirley,  Croydon, 
and  Mr  Keith  Martin  of  Gloucester 
Drive,  Finsbury  Park,  were  each 
given  conditional  discharges  when  they 
appeared  at  the  Old  Bailey  in  August 
1978  on  charges  of  causing  grievous 
bodily  harm  to  another  student.  They 
were  also  each  ordered  to  pay  £50 
compensation  and  £50  prosecution 
costs. 

In  March  1979  the  Society's 
Statutory  Committee  refused  to  hear 
the  Society's  complaint  against  the 
pharmacists  on  the  grounds  that  any 
evidence  against  them  would  be  the 
same  as  that  given  at  the  Old  Bailey. 

On  Tuesday  Lord  Lane  (Lord 
Chief  Justice),  presiding  in  the  Queen's 
Bench  Divisional  Court,  said  that  if 
the  Committee's  decision  was  right  it 
would  have  some  remarkable  effects 
on  disciplinary  proceedings  held  by 
professional  bodies.  The  decision  was 
wrong  in  law.  There  was  nothing,  said 
Lord  Lane,  to  prevent  the  Society's 
allegations  of  misconduct  being  moved 
by  the  use  of  facts  that  were  adduced 
at  the  Old  Bailey. 

Mr  Justice  Webster  agreed  that  the 
Society's  appeal  against  the 
Committee's  decision  should  be 
allowed  and  the  disciplinary 
proceedings  should  go  ahead.  ■ 


Durham  dumps  it! 


The  public  returned  229  lbs  of  tablets 
and  40  gals  of  liquid  medicines  in  a 
two-week  county-wide  "DUMP" 
campaign  in  Durham  during  October. 
All  100-plus  pharmacies  in  eight 
Durham  council  districts  established 
secure  collection  points. 

The  £1,300  campaign  used  extensive 
publicity.  The  organisers  sited  60 
mobile  displays  in  libraries,  public 
buildings,  shopping  precincts,  building 
societies  and  even  fish  and  chip  shops. 
In  addition  to  newspaper  advertise- 
ments, they  distributed  over  200,000 
leaflets,  posters  and  "Support  Durham 
dumps  it  campaign"  badges  through 
hospitals,  libraries,  schools  and  other 
bodies.  Every  school  in  the  county 
received  an  information  pack.  Three 
competitions  generated  over  2,000 
entries. 

The  campaign  was  financed  by  local 


authorities  and  the  AHA,  and  is  part 
of  a  long-term  health  education 
programme.  The  area  health  education 
officer,  Mr  Arthur  Ward,  co-ordinated 
the  campaign  and  says  that  it  is  to  be 
followed  in  May  with  a  further 
reminder.  ■ 

Pharmacist  role  in 
prescribing  study? 

When  Mr  Neil  Thorne  asked  in  the 
Commons  on  Tuesday  whether  a 
pharmacist  could  be  included  on  the 
DHSS — medical  profession  working 
group  set  up  to  examine  the  cost  of 
drugs,  Sir  George  Young,  Under- 
secretary for  Health,  replied:  "You 
have  made  a  positive  suggestion  and 
I  will  study  it". 

However,  a  week  earlier  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
had  considered  a  reply  from  the 
Secretary  of  State,  Mr  Patrick  Jenkin, 
to  its  own  similar  representations.  Mr 
Jenkin  said  that  the  group — which  is 
to  study  prescribing  matters  generally 
(see  C&D  October  18,  p652)  would 
probably  invite  a  pharmacist  to  attend 
"when  appropriate  subjects  were  being 
discussed".  The  reply  will  be 
considered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council's  Practice  Committee.  ■ 


Tenterden  move 


Kent  FPC's  dispensing  subcommittee 
meeting  later  this  month  may  consider 
whether  further  monitoring  of  the 
Tenterden  dispensing  doctors' 
prescriptions  is  necessary.  Their 
decision  will  be  put  to  the  FPC's 
December  meeting.  The  FPC  has 
refused  to  approve  payment  for 
prescriptions  dispensed  for  patients  not 
on  the  doctors'  dispensing  lists.  ■ 


New  trial  rules 


New  arrangements  for  the  approval  of 
clinical  trials  under  the  Medicines 
Act  1968  will  be  introduced  early 
in  the  New  Year. 

In  reply  to  a  Commons  question 
from  Mrs  Renee  Short,  Dr  Gerard 
Vaughan,  Minister  for  Health,  said 
that  the  Order  detailing  the  changes 
will  be  laid  before  Parliament 
shortly.  ■

A  Warwickshire  dealer 
bought  the  lid. 

Royal  visit  for 
Bristol  pharmacy 

Mr  William  Homer,  a  retail  pharmacist 
in  Bristol,  had  a  surprise  visit  from 
Prince  Charles  last  week. 

The  Prince  was  visiting  a  hot  air 
balloon  factory,  Camerons,  which  is 
opposite  Mr  Homer's  pharmacy  in 
Cotham  Road  South.  Mr  Homer  was 
standing  outside  his  shop  when  the 
Prince  came  across  and  asked  him 
if  he  was  a  dispensing  chemist. 
Mr  Homer  then  invited  Prince  Charles 
to  look  around  his  pharmacy. 

After  showing  an  interest  in  old 
syrup  bottles  made  of  Nailsea  and 
Bristol  blue  glass  and  a  powder 
former,  Prince  Charles  asked 
Mr  Homer  if  he  would  make  up  any 
type  of  formula,  and  when  Mr  Homer 
replied  in  the  affirmative  said  "Good 
for  you".  He  then  asked  if  Mr  Homer 
was  likely  to  keep  his  pharmacy  open 
and  said  that  he  wanted  the  local 
shops  to  stay  open  for  old  people  who 
lived  in  the  district.  ■ 


Evans  recall 


Evans  Medical  have  recalled  batch 
number  OCQ781  of  their  paracetamol 
tablets  BP  due  to  tablet  discolouration 
and  have  asked  wholesalers,  retail  and 
hospital  pharmacists  to  withdraw  all 
such  batches  from  their  stocks.  All  the 
tablets  concerned  were  in  packs  of  100. 
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'Which?'  error 
on  contact 
lens  solution 


The  November  issue  of  Which? 
contains  an  error  in  the  article  on 
contact  lens  soaking  solutions 
(C&D  November  8,  p745). 

Contactasoak  was  listed  among  the 
soft  lens  solutions  which  gave  the  best 
disinfecting  results  in  their  tests. 
However  Contactasoak  should  of 
course,  only  be  used  for  hard  lenses  as 
is  stated  on  the  bottle  and  the  pack. 

The  manufacturers  of  Contacta- 
soak are  Contactasol  Ltd.  They  have 
disclaimed  any  responsibility  for  the 
errors  and  say  they  were  not  allowed 
to  check  a  copy  of  the  article  before 
publication.  The  company  also  say 
that  both  they  and  the  Department  of 
Health  requested  Which?  to 
immediately  inform  all  their  subscribers 
of  the  mistake  and  issue  a  press 
release.  Contactasol  say  that  although 
Which?  has  issued  a  press  release  and 
warning,  they  have  declined  to  contact 
their  subscribers  because  of  the  costs 
involved,  and  Contactasol  consider  that 


this  response  is  inadequate  in  view  of 
harm  that  could  result  if  the  incorrect 
advice  was  followed. 

A  spokesman  for  Which?  confirmed 
that  they  had  not  immediately 
contacted  their  subscribers  but  said 
that  Which?  felt  they  had  taken 
sufficient  measures  to  make  the  public 
aware  of  the  error.  They  had  notified 
all  the  media  including  the  1,200  on 
their  press  list  and  had  taken  advertis- 
ing space  in  four  trade  magazines.  A 
prominent  correction  would  also  be 
inserted  in  the  December  issue.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  packaging  for 
Contactasoak  clearly  states  that  the 
solution  should  not  be  used  with  soft 
lenses  and  that  because  of  this  Which? 
felt  there  was  little  liklihood  of  an 
error  in  use. 

All  manufacturers  are  allowed  to 
see  copies  of  the  Which?  test  results, 
he  said,  but  it  was  standard  policy 
that  they  were  not  allowed  to  see  how 
the  results  were  interpreted  and  hence 
could  not  see  the  final  text. 

The  mistake  occurred  in  the  text 
where  Contactasoak  was  included 
under  the  soft  lenses  soaking  solutions 
which  gave  the  best  results.  The  tables 
which  gave  details  of  the  products 
correctly  listed  Hydrosoak  as  the 
Contactasol  product  manufactured  for 
soaking  soft  lenses.  ■ 
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Babymilk  promotion  claims  denied 


The  International  Council  for  Infant 
Food  Industries  has  investigated 
allegations  that  the  industry  is  still 
promoting-  babymilks  "aggressively" 
in  Third  World  countries  and  has 
concluded  that  the  claims  are 
unjustified. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  International 
Baby  Food  Action  Network  claimed 
that  infant  food  companies  had. 
between  January  and  April,  violated 
the  recommendations  on  marketing  of 
babymilks  laid  down  by  a  WHO/ 
UNICEF  conference  in  1979.  Some 
200  examples  were  quoted. 


After  examining  these  instances, 
ICIFI  has  found  that  only  15  of  the 
117  cases  affecting  member  companies 
appeared  to  be  justified  and  these  were 
corrected  at  once.  "The  other  cases 
were  a  mixture  of  statements  which 
were  exaggerated,  completely 
misleading,  or  too  vague  to  permit 
investigation." 

ICIFI  adds,  in  a  report  published 
last  week,  that  member  companies  are 
co-operating  in  the  development  of  an 
international  code  of  marketing  for 
infant  formulas  and  are  meanwhile 
supporting  a  voluntary  code.  ■ 


Upswing  predicted  for  oral  hygiene 


The  increasing  interest  in  oral  hygiene 
must  result  in  the  toothpaste  market 
"forging  ahead"  according  to  the  latest 
Retail  Business. 

But  while  the  market  is  a  growing 
one,  the  report — published  by  the 
Economist  Intelligence  Unit — says  that 
it  is  becoming  increasingly  price 
sensitive  "which  could  lead  to  a 
decline  in  brand  loyalty". 

At  the  specialist  end  of  the  market, 
Sensodyne  is  said  to  be  the  one  to 
watch:  "a  team  of  dental  nurses  is 
employed  to  bring  their  products  to 
dentists  and  there  is  evidence  that  this 
promotional  activity  is  paying  off". 
Pearl  Drops  are  as  also  "boldly  making 


battle"  says  the  report. 

EIU  put  the  distribution  of  denture 
cleaners  at  almost  100  per  cent  in 
chemists  and  grocers  and  despite  the 
falling  number  of  denture  wearers  they 
predict  the  market  will  continue  to 
flourish. 

Professional  brushes  currently  hold 
some  25  per  cent  of  the  total  £20 
million  brush  market  and  EIU  foresee 
rapid  expansion  in  this  area,  largely 
to  the  benefit  of  chemists.  Retail 
Business,  November  issue  No  273 
{single  copies  £20,  annual  subscription

Bill  seeks  changes 
in  shoplifting  law 

Mr  Greville  Janner,  MP,  has 
introduced  a  Bill  to  abolish  private 
prosecutions  for  shoplifting  and  to 
require  an  investigation  of  all 
circumstances  before  pensioners  are 
prosecuted  for  this  offence. 

Mr  Janner  told  the  Commons  that, 
while  he  was  concerned  about  theft 
from  shops,  he  was  also  concerned 


about  prosecutions  of  the  innocent  and 
those  who  were  guilty  but  ill. 
Professional  thieves  accepted  court 
proceedings  as  one  of  the  hazards  of 
their  "wicked  profession",  he  said,  but 
innocent  people  often  had  nervous 
breakdowns  before  their  cases  went 
to  trial. 

"We  should  adopt  the  system  that 
exists  in  Scotland,  which  is  that  all 
prosecutions  should  be  by  the  police 
and  that  the  sometimes  awkward  and 
anguished  decision  whether  to 
prosecute  should  be  removed  from  the 
individual  shopkeeper.  This  is  already 
happening  in  many  areas.  The 
shopkeeper  still  has  the  right  to  decide 
whether  to  report  a  suspected  offence 
to  the  police."  The  police  would  then 
decide  whether  or  not  to  prosecute.

should  be  "bag  parks"  in  self-service 
stores  for  people  to  leave  their  own 
bags  and  reduce  the  risk  of 
forgetfulness.  Cashiers  should  be 
required  to  ask,  "Have  you  paid  for 
everything  that  you  have  taken?" 
Goods  in  self-service  stores  were 
presented  in  a  way  that  invited  people 
to  be  forgetful,  he  suggested. 

Mr  Janner  recommended  that  if  a 
pensioner  was  to  be  charged  with  a 
shoplifting  offence,  he  or  she  should 
have  an  examination  to  decide  whether 
a  prosecution  was  appropriate. 

The  Theft  from  Shops  Bill  was 
read  a  first  time  under  the  ten-minute 
rule  but  is  unlikely  to  progress  further 
this  Parliamentary  session  due  to 
lack  of  time.  ■ 

Fewer  forms 

Mr  David  Mitchell,  Under-Secretary 
for  Industry,  has  announced  measures 
to  relieve  the  burden  of  form  filling 
on  small  firms. 

□  Restructuring  of  the  system  of 
quarterly  inquiries  into  manufacturers' 
sales  will  achieve  a  reduction  of 
28,000  per  annum  in  the  number  of 
forms  sent  out  and  consequential 
savings  of  some  ££  million  in 
manpower  costs. 

□  A  wider  use  of  sampling  in  the 
annual  census  of  production  will 
produce  a  further  annual  saving  of 
over  10,000  forms  and  £125,000  in 
manpower  costs.  In  both  these  cases 
the  reduction  in  the  form  filling  burden 
will  accrue  to  smaller  firms. 

□  Thirdly  there  will  be  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  questions  included  in 
the  annual  minerals  inquiry  form. 

These  measures  bring  the  number 
of  forms  saved  by  the  discontinuation 
or  the  reduction  of  Department  of 
Industry  and  Department  of  Trade 
statistical  inquiries  since  May  1979 
to  1 15,000  per  year.  In  addition  the 
proposed  shops  inquiry  for  1981  has 
been  cancelled,  resulting  in  a  saving 
of  150,000  forms.  ■ 

Child  deaths 

In  a  written  reply  to  a  question  from 
Mrs  Renee  Short  asking  whether  the 
use  of  child-resistant  containers  would 
be  extended  to  anti-depressants, 
Dr  Gerard  Vaughan,  Minister  of 
Health,  said  that  accidental  deaths  of 
children  under  15  in  England  and 
Wales  due  to  anti-depressant  poisoning 
never  exceeded  six  in  any  year  between 
1970  to  1979.  The  average  number  of 
such  deaths  was  under  four  a  year 
during  this  period. 

Dr  Vaughan  then  said  that 
proposals  were  being  considered  to 
extend  the  voluntary  scheme  for 
dispensing  in  child-resistant  containers 
to  all  solid-dose  dispensed  medicines.  ■

Cannabis 


Because  I  am  interested  in  maintaining 
the  quality  of  the  atmosphere,  and 
the  earth  and  sea,  I  have  been  invited 
at  times  to  meet  other  like-minded 
folk.  I  don't  often  accept  because 
frankly  I  feel  a  bit  out  of  place  with 
some  of  the  younger  enthusiasts  whose 
styles  of  life  as  friends  of  the  earth  is 
somewhat  more  basic  than  mine. 

However  on  one  occasion  when  I 
did  join  them,  I  found  myself  in 
conversation  with  a  young  man  who 
mentioned  quite  casually  that  he  used 
cannabis  until  about  a  year  ago,  but 
had  finally  given  it  up  because  of  its 
effects.  In  his  case  he  maintained  that 
anyone  high  on  hash  became  a  model 
of  placid  behaviour,  disinterested  in 
externals,  being  in  a  state  of  heightened 
awareness.  It  was  lovely,  but  so  intense 
was  the  feeling  of  wellbeing  that  the 
troubles  of  ordinary  life,  and  its 
responsibilities — like  going  to  work  on 
Monday  morning,  or  planning  ahead 
— became  as  mere  irrelevancies. 
The  demands  of  his  professional  life 
ceased  to  have  significance  and, 
moreover,  there  appeared  to  be  a 
cumulative  effect,  which  ultimately 
cost  him  his  job. 

While  he  did  not  seem  to  think  this 
was  a  good  enough  reason  for  the 
continued  ban  on  its  use,  it  leads  me  to 
commend  the  caution  advocated  by 
Mr  Bloomfield  (chairman  of  the  Home 
Office,  working  party  on  cannabis) 
before  allowing  relaxation  of  controls. 
For  apart  from  the  physical  effects  in 
co-ordination,  as  in  driving  or  handling 
machinery,  the  potential  danger  of  a 
diminished  sense  of  responsibility 
following  the  widespread  use  of  the 
drug,  were  it  to  be  freely  available, 
is  unacceptable. 


Up  to  date 


I  haven't  done  so  badly  this  week. 
I'm  not  talking  about  trade  so  much 
as  the  fact  that  because  of  the  rotten 
weather  I  have  been  able  to  bring  all 
my  books  right  up  to  date,  sent  my 
scripts  off  on  time,  claimed  my  VAT 
back,  tied  up  all  the  major  wholesaler 
invoices  to  statements,  paid  the 
clearing  house  and  generally  know 
the  immense  satisfaction  of  being  all 
square. 

Except,  that  is,  for  some  silly  firm 
who  are  threatening  to  take  me  to 
court  in  seven  days  unless  I  forward 


immediate  payment  for  an  account  I 
paid  two  months  ago,  despite  my 
having  shown  proof  that  the  cheque 
was  cleared.  Incredible,  but  I  imagine 
that  a  phone  call  to  the  managing 
director,  pointing  out  that  they  will 
look  daft  in  court  if  they  proceed  and 
will  certainly  have  to  repay  my  costs 
in  the  action,  may  induce  them  to 
look  at  the  matter  with  fresh 
uncomputerised  eyes? 


Freedom 


But  all  this  preamble  is  merely 
leading  up  to  the  fact  that  this 
Saturday,  instead  of  sweating  over 
the  clerical  work  I  was  free  to  bomb 
through  the  stock  room,  firing  the 
girls  with  a  new  (unwanted?)  drive  to 
bring  stock  books  and  orders  up  to 
date  as  well.  I  was  able  to  take  a 
competitive  look  at  the  monthly 
specials  from  my  wholesalers  and  to 
find  the  not-so-hidden  gaps  in  ranges. 
It  is  these  monthly  offers,  coupled  with 
the  direct  buys,  that  have  made  me 
stick  to  my  own  stock  control  system 
rather  than  join  the  big  computer 
schemes — because  as  sure  as  I  order 
umpteen  dozen  of  something  from  one 
firm  as  a  routine  replacement,  then 
next  week  that  item  is  offered  at 
half  price  somewhere  else.  Being 
uncommitted  gives  me  flexibility.  I 
thought  the  Lillets  offers  from  Sangers 
worth  heavy  buying,  and  am  pleased  to 
find  they  are  handling  the  Beecham 
foods  now  at  special  introductory 
prices.  But  ...  I  must  admit  I  am  a 
bit  puzzled  to  find  the  quoted  trade 
prices  seem  rather  higher  than  those 
charged  by  my  other  wholesalers  as 
well  as  those  listed  in  the  current 
C&D  Price  List.  Checkwate  for  example 
in  the  C&D  is  shown  at  £4.24,  while 
Sangers  list  the  normal  price  at  £4.71, 
with  their  BB  offer  at  £4.29?  Doesn't 
look  much  of  a  saving  to  me  unless 
they  have  anticipated  a  secret  price 
increase.

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CLINICAL  PHARMACY  COURSE 


Respiratory 
disorders:  Part  1 

The  third  in  a  series  of  articles  by  Mr  B.  W.  Burt,  Mr 
R.  J.  Greene  and  Dr  N.  D.  Harris,  Chelsea  College, 
department  of  pharmacy,  University  of  London. 


Respiratory  diseases  are  the  most 
common  health  problems.  They 
account  for  the  largest  single  group  of 
all  general  practice  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  consultations,  and 
cause  25  per  cent  of  all  sickness  leave. 

One  reason  for  this  is  probably  that, 
in  addition  to  being  responsible  for  a 
crucial  physiological  mechanism,  the 
respiratory  system  is  exposed  more 
directly  to  the  environment  even  than 
the  gut.  We  may  choose  when  and 
what  to  eat,  but  we  have  little  such 
control  over  breathing.  Thus  there  is  a 
close  relationship  between  the  extent  of 
air  pollution  in  different  countries  or 
regions  and  the  incidence  of 
respiratory  disease,  especially 
bronchitis  and  asthma.  Just  as  the  gut 
has  nausea  and  vomiting  as  defence 
mechanisms,  so  the  respiratory  system 
enlists  cough,  mucus  and  cilia  to 
protect  both  itself  and  the  body 
generally. 

In  the  next  three  articles  we  will 
consider  the  main  respiratory  diseases 
met  in  general  practice,  their 
management,  and  finally  the  role  of 
the  community  pharmacist.  But  first 
it  will  be  helpful  to  review  the 
mechanisms  of  respiration,  and  how 
they  can  go  wrong. 


Pathology 

Normal  breathing  requires  the  correct 
functioning  of  a  number  of 
components: 

1.  Respiratory  drive  from  the  brain, 
controlled  principally  by  the  level  of 
CO2  in  the  blood. 

2.  Nerves  to  transmit  impulses  from 
the  brain  to  the  respiratory  muscles 
— mainly  the  diaphragm  but  also  the 
intercostal  muscles. 

3.  Free  movement  of  chest  wall. 

4.  Airways  to  permit  free  entry 
and  exit  of  air. 

5.  Elastic  (that  is,  compliant)  lungs 
which  readily  expand  to  accommodate 
inspired  air  and  then  contract  again 


during  expiration,  the  elasticity  being 
mainly  in  the  alveoli. 
6.  Healthy  alveolar  walls  to  permit 
free  diffusion  of  gases  between 
blood  and  air. 

On  inspiration  the  chest  wall  moves 
up  and  out,  and  the  diaphragm,  a 
sheet  of  muscle  projecting  into  the 
thorax,  contracts  and  thus  flattens. 
Since  the  lungs  are  separated  from  the 
outer  chest  wall  by  the  sealed  pleural 
cavity  they  expand  to  fill  the  space 
created,  and  air  is  drawn  in.  This  is 
an  active  process — work  is  done  in 
overcoming  both  airflow  friction  (the 
airways  resistance)  and  also  the  elastic 
resistance  of  the  lung  tissue. 

Usually,  expiration  is  a  passive 
process.  The  inspiratory  muscles  relax, 
and  the  work  of  pushing  air  out 
against  airways  resistance  is  done  by 
the  elastic  recoil  of  the  lung  tissue. 
This  distinction  is  important,  because 
in  many  respiratory  diseases  it  is 
expiration  which  is  compromised 
more  than  inspiration,  largely  because 
the  expiratory  apparatus  is  normally 
less  well  developed. 

What  then  goes  wrong  with  all  this? 
Clearly  any  number  of  things  can, 
but  generally  there  are  four  major 
problem  areas.  In  ventilatory  defects 
(for  example,  paralysis,  or  ONS 
depression)  the  respiratory  drive  or 
the  neuro-muscular  apparatus  is 
impaired.  In  obstructive  lesions  (for 
example  bronchitis)  the  airways  are 
constricted  or  blocked,  impeding 
airflow.  In  restriction,  either  the 
elasticity  of  the  lung  is  reduced  and 
they  are  stiff er  (for  example  when 
inflamed  in  alveolitis),  or  the  chest 
wall  is  deformed  and  prevents  lung 
expansion  (for  example  severe 
ankylosing  spondylitis).  In  either  case 
the  lungs  are  less  able  to  expand. 
Finally,  diffusion  can  be  impaired, 
either  by  damage  to  the  alveolar  wall, 
or  by  congestion  of  the  alveolar  space, 
as  in  alveolitis  and  pulmonary  oedema 
respectively.  Diffusion  defects  are 
usually  associated  with  restriction. 
In  emphysema,  uniquely,  lung 


compliance  is  increased — they  become 
too  distensible,  and  hence 
overinflated. 

Ventilatory  and  chest  wall  defects 
arise  outside  the  respiratory  tree. 
Obstruction  is  limited  to  the  airways, 
and  in  compliance  and  diffusion 
defects,  sometimes  called  interstitial 
lung  disease,  the  alveoli  and  the 
supporting  tissue  (that  is,  the 
interstitium)  are  affected.  The  effects 
of  some  of  these  problems  on  lung 
volumes  and  movement  is  illustrated 
in  figure  1,  but  diffusion  defects  are  not 
included  here  since  they  have  no 
direct  effect  upon  movement.  These 
mechanisms  form  the  basis  of  the 
common  system  of  classifying 
respiratory  disorders,  shown  in  table  1. 


Symptoms  and 
diagnosis 

How  are  these  diseases  differentiated, 
and  how  is  progress  monitored? 
All  produce  dyspnoea  (abnormal 
breathing,  usually  shortness  of  breath) 
at  some  stage.  In  general,  restrictive 
diseases  cause  shallow  rapid  breathing, 
as  the  CNS  tries  to  compensate  for 
the  reduced  tidal  volume,  whereas 
obstruction  usually  prevents  rapid 
respiration.  Obstructed  patients  also 
wheeze,  and  have  greater  difficulty 
breathing  out  than  in. 

Ventilatory  defects  are  more  varied 
— some  resemble  interstitial  restrictive 
disease,  but  obvious  CNS  depression, 
or  paralysis,  reduces  both  the  rate  and 
depth  of  respiration.  Other  standard 
clinical  signs  will  give  clues  to  any 
underlying  infection,  cardio-pulmonary 
or  cardio-vascular  disease, 
hypersensitivity,  etc. 

Symptoms  looked  for,  apart  from 
dyspnoea  and  wheeze,  are  cough 
(productive  or  unproductive  of 
sputum),  pain  on  respiration,  and 
haemoptysis  (fresh  blood  coughed  up). 
Special  clinical  measurements  can  be 
important.  Blood  gases  (CO2,02)  and 
pH  are  routinely  measured  in  hospital, 
where  X-rays  or  bronchoscopy  may 
also  be  ordered.  In  distinguishing 
between  obstruction,  restriction  and 
emphysema,  and  in  monitoring 
patients'  progress,  simple  spirometric 
investigations,  some  of  which  can 
readily  be  performed  in  the  general 
practitioner's  surgery,  are  used  to 
measure  lung  volume  and  expiratory 
power.  The  use  of  spirometry  is 
illustrated  in  figure  3  (p794).

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Obstructive 
airways  disease 

Since  drug  intervention  is  more  useful 
in  general  obstruction,  we  will  not  be 
considering  local  obstruction  (see 
table  1).  General  obstruction  is 
classified  as  either  acute  and  reversible, 
ie.  attacks  are  self-limiting  and  normal 
function  returns  after  each;  or  chronic 
and  irreversible,  in  which  there  is 
progressive  degeneration  of  the 
airways,  possibly  interrupted  by  short 
remissions.  (We  will  see  later  that  this 
distinction  is  something  of  an 
oversimplification). 

Chronic  Obstructive  Pulmonary 
Disease  (COPD)  is  the  major 
respiratory  problem  and  contributes 
appreciably  to  the  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  workload.  The  general 
term  COPD  is  used  because  there 
seems  to  be  a  spectrum  of  disease 
between  Chronic  bronchitis  (CB)  and 
emphysema,  with  most  patients 
exhibiting  symptoms  of  both. 

Chronic  bronchitis 

This  is  defined  nowadays  as  the 
"occurrence  of  productive  cough  on 
most  days  of  three  consecutive  months 
in  at  least  two  consecutive  years". 
This  is,  of  course,  a  purely 
symptomatic  definition.  Chronic 
bronchitis  is  a  killer  second  only  to 
heart  disease — 30,000  people  each  year 
in  the  UK  die  from  CB  or  its 
complications. 

The  basic  lesion  is  chronic 
inflammation  of  the  larger  airways, 
associated  with  excessive  growth  of 
the  mucous  glands,  hypersecretion  of 
mucus,  oedema  and  a  variable  degree 
of  bronchoconstriction,  all  of  which 
contribute  to  an  obstruction  of  the 
airways.  Figure  2  summarises  possible 
mechanisms  for  obstructed  airways. 
The  principal  cause  of  CB  is  irritation, 
from  environmental  pollution  and 
cigarette  smoking.  This  mechanism 
(upper  pathway,  fig  2)  is  basically  an 
acute  inflammatory  response,  but  when 
prolonged  over  years,  irreversible 
damage  is  done.  The  bronchioles 
become  stiff,  fibrosed  and  permanently 
narrowed,  ciliary  function  is  impaired, 
and  mucus  plugs  block  the  smaller 
airways  permanently. 

In  acute  bronchitis — a  common 
complication  of  upper  respiratory  tract 
infection  "going  to  the  chest" — 
acute  inflammatory  mechanisms  are 
initiated  but  no  permanent  damage  is 
done  because  the  inflammatory 
stimulus  (the  infection)  subsides 
rapidly.  We  have  all  suffered  from 
it  with  no  subsequent  ill  effects. 


The  chronic  bronchitic  is  a  familiar 
sight  to  most  pharmacists.  He  is 
usually  a  thick -set  middle-aged  man 
who  perpetually  wheezes  and  coughs 
profuse,  tenacious  sputum,  and  seems 
always  to  be  short  of  breath. 
Commonly  he  will  be  asking  for 
cough  remedies.  He  is  probably  a 
heavy  smoker,  or  is  occupationally 
exposed  to  heavy  atmospheric  pollution 
(for  example,  a  miner) — often  both. 
He  suffers  from  recurrent  respiratory 
tract  infections,  since  the  excess  mucus 
stagnates  in  bronchi  and  provides 
excellent  conditions  for  microbial 
growth.  He  may  look  bloated  and 
have  a  bluish  tinge,  especially 
noticeable  in  his  lips. 

The  patient's  doctor  will  find  that 
his  blood  oxygen  is  low  and  his  C02 
high  (respiratory  acidosis).  There  is  an 
excessive  red  blood  cell  count 
(polycythaemia)  which  increases  the 
blood  volume  (this  accounts  for  the 
bloating) — the  body's  response  to 
inadequate  oxygenation. 

Spirometric  tests  will  show  an 
FEV^VC  radio  well  below  60  per  cent 


(see  fig  1),  and  his  peak  flow  rate  will 
be  around  200-300  1/min.  However, 
chest  X-rays  will  usually  be 
unremarkable,  except  perhaps  for  an 
enlarged  heart.  His  sputum  during 
acuteon-ehronic  exacerbations  Will 
often  contain  Haemophilus  or 
Streptococcus. 

His  future  is  not  bright.  Even  if 
he  can  be  persuaded  to  stop  smoking, 
full  lung  function  is  irrecoverable. 
As  his  chest  becomes  more  congested 
the  heart  has  greater  difficulty  in 
pumping  blood  around  the  lungs. 
Heart  failure  (cor  pulmonale) 
inexorably  supervenes.  He  becomes 
progressively  less  active,  and  may 
finish  life  a  complete  invalid,  in 
perpetual  respiratory  distress  and 
perhaps  even  confined  to  one  room. 
The  bitter  irony  of  this  disease  is  that 
so  many  sufferers  do  survive  to  a 
miserable  old  age. 
Treatment 

This  is  infinitely  inferior  to  prevention, 
but  alas  much  more  common. 
The  three  aims  of  therapy  are:

1.  To  prevent  deterioration,  by 
stopping  smoking,  by  moving  to  a 
better  environment  or  changing  job. 
Unfortunately  these  are  rarely  either 
acceptable  or  practicable.  The  benefit 
of  stopping  smoking  varies  appreciably 
between  individuals  and  is  greater  if 
the  habit  ceases  as  soon  as  symptoms 
such  as  "smokers'  cough"  occur. 
Additionally  the  risks  from  heart 
disease,  lung  cancer  and  peptic  ulcer 
are  greatly  reduced. 

In  some  cases,  physiotherapy  can 
be  of  benefit  both  with  breathing 
exercises  and  by  teaching  the  patient 
how  to  eliminate  sputum  by  postural 
drainage. 

2.  To  limit  exacerbation  by  prompt 
treatment  of  respiratory  infections. 
Patients  will  usually  have  a  reserve 
supply  of  prn  broad  spectrum 
antibiotics  (this  may  scandalise 
inexperienced  pharmacists)  and  are 
taught  to  recognise  when  to  start 
them. 

3.  To  provide  symptomatic  relief. 
Expectorants  or  mucolytics  may 
occasionally  be  helpful,  but  supressant 
antitussives  that  depress  respiration 
must  be  avoided.  The  value  of 
bronchodilators  depends  on  the 
contribution  made  by  smooth  muscle 
spasm  to  the  obstruction:  it  is 
important  in  asthma  but  very  variable 
in  CB. 

The  degree  of  reversibility  in 

different  cases  is  tested  by  the 
inhalation  of  a  sympathomimetic  agent 
such  as  salbutamol.  In  figure  3,  the 
effect  of  this  on  patient  C  is 
illustrated  by  the  dotted  curve  C2  A  fair 
degree  of  reversibility  is  shown  by  this 
patient,  and  a  bronchodilator  of  some 
sort  would  be  indicated.  Unfortunately 
they  are  often  prescribed  on  less 
compelling  evidence:  hence  the 
variable  clinical  response. 

Although  sympathomimetics  are  the 
most  effective  agents,  some  patients  will 
benefit  from  the  blocking,  by 
anticholinergics,  of  the  parasympathetic 
receptors  which  normally  constrict 
bronchi.  Stramonium  cigarettes  were

Each  trace  shows  the  flow  of  air  from  a 
patient  breathing  out  as  hard  and  fast  as 
possible  after  a  deep  breath.  A  healthy 
person  (A)  will  expel  about  4\  (the 
vital  capacity,  VC),  most  of  it  in  the  first 
second  ( forced  expiratory  volume  in 
1  second=FEVl).  Thus  the  FEVXIVC 
ratio  is  about  75  per  cent.  In  restriction 
(B)  both  VC  and  FEV1  are  reduced 
proportionally,  so  the  ratio  is  near 
normal.  An  obstructed  patient  (C)  has  a 


smaller  VC  and  much  smaller  FEVj  so 
the  ratio,  usually  below  50  per  cent  is 
an  index  of  degree  of  obstruction.  The 
maximum  slope  of  the  curve  represents 
the  peak  expiratory  flow  rate  (PEFR), 
normally  6001/ min  in  a  healthy  young 
male.  It  is  a  more  easily  measured 
index  of  obstruction,  and  is  unchanged 
in  restriction.  The  value  reduces  with 
age  and  is  lower  in  women.  Curve  C] 
is  referred  to  in  the  first  column. 


once  a  mainstay  treatment  for 
asthmatics,  and  inhalations  of  atropine- 
like  agents  (for  example,  ipratropium) 
may  be  helpful.  Other  patients  may 
respond  to  the  general  smooth  muscle 
relaxant  effect  of  xanthines  such  as 
theophylline. 

In  a  few  severe  cases  of  CB, 
steroids  may  be  helpful,  preferably  by 
aerosol.  Table  2  summarises  the  drugs 
used  in  airways  obstruction  and  they 


will  be  discussed  in  more  detail  later. 
Although  in  severe  bronchitics  the 
objective  benefit  derived  from  drugs 
may  be  small,  any  increase  in 
respiratory  capacity  may  provide 
great  relief  for  the  patient. 

However,  for  the  severe  bronchitic, 
so  small  is  the  tidal  volume,  and  so 
great  the  effort  needed  in  breathing, 
that  the  only  way  to  raise  blood

In  all  cases  VC  is  reduced;  but  note  proportional  differences  in  various 
pathologies.  Ventilatory  defects  (not  shown)  may  resemble  obstruction,  but  the 
respiratory  rate  is  reduced,  whereas  in  most  other  conditions  it  is  increased

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oxygen  levels  is  to  increase  the 
proportion  of  oxygen  in  the  inhaled 
air.  No  pharmacist  who  has  seen  the 
literally  life-saving  benefit  of  oxygen 
to  such  patients  can  begrudge  the  not 
inconsiderable  effort  required  in 
meeting  their  needs.  However,  a 
paradoxical  effect  of  oxygen  in 
long-standing  bronchitics  limits  its 
usefulness  and  demands  caution. 
Since  these  patients  have  had  a  high 
blood  C02  level  for  years,  their 
respiratory  centre  in  the  brain  has 
become  desensitised  to  it,  and  the  only 
stimulation  to  respiration  in  these 
patients  is  their  low  blood  02  level 
(the  hypoxic  drive).  If  the  blood  Oa 
level  is  raised  too  much  the  patient 
stops  breathing.  In  the  community, 
Ventimasks  giving  more  than  28  per 
cent  <).  must  not  be  supplied  to 
chronic  bronchitics:  in  hospital,  blood 
gases  may  be  monitored  for  precise 
control. 

Respiratory  stimulants  (for 
example,  nikethamide)  have  no  place 
in  the  modern  treatment  of  CB.  But 
interestingly,  in  severe  polycythaemia, 
the  far  more  venerable  remedy  of 
bleeding  (venesection)  is  applied  to 
reduce  excessive  strain  on  an  already 
overworked  heart.  Leeches  are  not 
used,  however,  but  plastic  tubes. 


Emphysema 


Pure  emphysema  is  a  much  rarer 
condition  than  CB.  Here  the  lesion  is 
in  the  respiratory  bronchioles  and  the 
alveoli  themselves,  which  become 
distensible  but  inelastic,  thus  fa'iling  to 
provide  the  recoil  which  normally 
assists  expiration.  The  tissue  becomes 
permanently  distended  with  trapped 


air  and  eventually  disrupted,  sometimes 
linking  up  to  form  large  static  air 
spaces  called  bullae.  In  addition, 
increased  expiratory  pressure  in  the 
thorax,  used  in  an  attempt  to  overcome 
dyspnoea,  tends  to  collapse  the 
weakened  respiratory  bronchioles, 
thus  further  impairing  expiration  and 
causing  more  air  trapping.  Finally,  the 
disrupted  alveolar  walls  no  longer 
permit  free  gas  exchange.  The  net 
effect  is  an  increase  in  lung  compliance 
and  a  diffusion  defect. 

The  causes  of  emphysea  are  not 
clear.  Pollution  and  smoking  are 
strongly  'implicated;  but  in  the  rarer, 
younger  patients,  there  is  an  enzymic 
fault.  Their  serum  has  insufficient 
anti-trypsin  to  control  the  effect  of  a 
proteolytic  enzyme  secreted  into  alveoli 
by  inflammatory  cells.  The  results  is  a 
gradual  autodigestion  of  alveolar  wall. 

The  emphysem'ic  patient  presents  a 
very  different  picture  from  the 
bronchitic,  though  he  is  equally  likely 
to  be  a  middle-aged  man.  Since  his 
airways  are  clear,  he  will  not  wheeze 
or  cough,  and  by  increasing  his 
breathing  rate  he  will  be  able  to 
oxygenate  adequately  at  rest.  But  the 
slightest  effort  will  produce  severe 
dyspnoea,  Since  there  is  simply  not 
enough  alveolar  area  or  diffusion 
capacity  for  adequate  oxygenation. 
Nor  can  he  force  his  respiration  too 
much,  because  of  the  bronchiolar 
collapse  mentioned  above.  He  will 
therefore  usually  expire  rather 
carefully,  through  pursed  lips,  so  as  not 
to  increase  intrathoracic  pressure  too 
sharply.  Otherwise,  he  may  look  quite 
healthy  since  all  the  air  trapped  in  his 
chest  (ie.  his  increased  residual  volume) 
will  give  him  a  barrel  chest,  his 
colouring  will  be  pink,  and  he  Will 
rarely  suffer  from  cough  or  chest 
infections. 

His  doctor  will  note  that  his  blood 


gases  are  near  normal  at  rest,  and  an 
X-ray  will  show  a  hyper-inflated  chest, 
a  flattened  diaphragm,  possibly  some 
bullae  showing  as  radiolucent  avascular 
patches,  and  an  enlarged  heart.  His 
PEFR  will  be  near  normal  and  his 
FEVj/VC)  ratio  only  slightly  lowered. 
Like  the  bronchitic,  he  can  only  look 
forward  to  a  progressively  sedentary 
life  with  increasing  dyspnoea  and  heart 
failure.  There  is  no  specific  treatment, 
and  only  oxygen  therapy  can  be  given 
in  the  final  stage. 

Bronchitics  and  emphysemics  have 
been  differentiated  as  "blue  bloaters" 
and  "pink  puffers"  on  'account  of  these 
different  clinical  pictures,  but  since 
they  share  similar  aefiolog'ical  factors, 
both  diseases  will  normally  be  present 
to  a  certain  extent  in  any  given  patient, 
which  complicates  management.  A 
general  reduction  in  smoking,  in 
particular,  would  undoubtedly 
dramatically  reduce  the  incidence  of 
these  debilitating  diseases  in  the 
population. 

■  Table  2,  which  shows  drug  therapy 
used  in  airways  obstruction,  will  be 
in  part  2.

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BOOK  REVIEW 


Through  a  glass  clearly 

Dr  Alec  Clark,  Golden   Eagle  Press 
Ltd,  55  Vaughan  Way,  Leicester.

Dr  Alec  Clark's  book  is  likely  to 
supply  information  for  future  social 
historians  concerned  with  the 
development  and  manufacture  of 
glass  containers  for,  although 
primarily  dealing  with  the  evolution 
of  Beatson  Clark  Ltd,  he  has  written 
also  about  the  British  and  European 
glass  industry  and  the  technological 
innovations  in  glass  furnaces  and 
mechanical  glass  blowing. 

However,  the  story  is  not  a  dry 
record  of  events.  Throughout  there 
is  the  thread  of  personal  comment 
and  humour  with  a  strong  interest  in 
those  who  were  his  contemporaries. 

In  the  preface  the  author's  son, 
David  B.  Clark,  point  out  that  from 
its  formation  in  1751  Beatson  Clark 
developed  through  a  series  of 
partnerships  and  in  the  1920s  it  was 
still  a  relatively  small  glass  business 
which  had  only  just  started  to  come 
to  terms  with  automatic  production 
methods.  "On  these  foundations  my 
father  built  up  the  business  and 
devoted  himself  to  the  service  of 
an  industry  in  which  he  has  become 
an  admired  and  respected  leader." 

The  publication  of  the  book 
coincides  with  the  Golden  Jubilee 
of  the  company's  Stairfoot  (Barnsley) 
works.  There  is  also  another  plant  at 
Rotherham,  and  the  company  is  the 
largest  UK  pharmaceutical  glass 
container  manufacturing  organisation. 

After  dealing  with  the  origin  of 
the  company  in  1751  as  the 
Rotherham  Glassworks,  Dr  Clark 
relates  his  introduction  to  the 
company  in  1922,  when  it  was  agreed 
that  he  should  take  a  degree  course 
in  engineering  at  Sheffield  University, 
his  spare  time  to  be  occupied  "at 
various  works  and  the  glassworks 
here". 

When  he  began  there  were  two 
coal-fired  pot  furnaces  and  glass 
technology  was  based  on  rule  of 
thumb  methods,  one  of  which  was  to 
thrust  a  banana  stem  through  the 
molten  glass!  Banana  stems  were 
used,  not  only  because  of  the 
carbonaceous  material  they  contained 
"but",  Dr  Clark  adds,  "more 
probably  because  they  were 
obtainable  free  from  a  nearby  fruit 
wholesaler". 

Much  of  the  book  deals  with  the 
introduction  of  the  developments  in 
furnace  designs  and  the  stages  from 
the  mouth  blown  containers  to  the 


fully  automatic  production  methods. 
They  are  referred  to  as  the  three 
internal  technological  revolutions  and 
perhaps  if  there  is  a  slight  criticism 
to  be  made  of  the  book  it  is  that 
there  are  no  drawings  or  diagrams 
to  help  the  uninitiated  to 
appreciate  readily  the  differences  in 
the  various  "systems". 

However,  it  is  not  a  technical 
book.  It  is  written  in  a  very 
conversational  style  and  Dr  Clark  is 
at  his  best  when  he  is  recounting 
his  personal  experiences  and 
encounters.  For  it  is  a  very  human 
story  giving  an  insight  of  a  man  who 


— although  carrying  out  a  great 
responsibility  to  ensure  the  survival 
of  an  old  established  business  through 
the  new  technology,  war  and  changed 
markets — had  also  more  than  an 
ephemeral  interest  in  his  colleagues 
and  his  workpeople. 

The  company's  activities  during 
the  1939-45  war  reflect  how  the 
management  had  to  meet  the  changed 
circumstances.  To  boost  "enthusiasm 
for  maintaining  maximum 
production"  every  employee  received 
a  brochure  illustrating  the  use  of 
their  products  for  the  war  effort. 
Besides  bottles  in  hospitals  it  featured 
the  famous  Sticky  Tank  Bomb  for 
which  Beatsons  produced  "thousand 
upon  thousand"  of  glass  spheres, 
which  were  the  core  of  the  explosive 
device.  ■

Society  to  inform 
DHSS  about  judge's 
ruling  on  forgeries 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  draw 
to  the  attention  of  the  Department  of 
Health  a  judge's  ruling  that  when  a 
pharmacist  is  charged  with  dispensing 
forged  prescriptions  for  Prescription 
Only  Medicines  the  onus  is  on  the 
prosecution  to  prove  that  the  defendant 
knew  the  prescriptions  were  forgeries. 

Council  heard  at  this  month's 
meeting  that  a  pharmacist  prosecuted 
by  the  Society  for  allegedly  dispensing 
forged  prescriptions  had  pleaded  not 
guilty,  and  his  counsel  had  submitted 
that  the  offences,  brought  under 
Section  12  of  the  Medicines 
(Prescription  Only)  Order  1977,  were 
not  absolute  offences  as  were  those 
under  the  Misuse  of  Drugs 
Regulations.  Asked  for  a  ruling,  the 
judge  held  that  in  his  opinion  the 
offences  with  which  the  defendant  was 
charged  were  not  absolute  offences, 
and  therefore  the  onus  was  on  the 
prosecution  to  prove  that  the 
pharmacist  had  known  that  the 
prescriptions  involved  were  forgeries. 
Because  it  had  not  been  possible  to 
substantiate  that,  the  Society's  counsel 
had  been  advised  to  offer  no  evidence, 
and  the  defendant  had  been  found 
not  guilty.  The  judge  had  ruled  that, 
since  the  Society  had  been  duty  bound 
under  the  Medicines  Act  to  bring 
the  prosecution,  any  fault  lay  with 
defect  in  the  Order,  and  he  agreed 
in  the  circumstances  that  costs  should 
be  awarded  out  of  public  funds. 

On  the  Law  Committee's 
recommendation,  Council  agreed  that 
the  judge's  decision  should  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Department  of 
Health. 

■  The  Society  is  to  discuss  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  ways  of  alerting  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  at  the 
earliest  possible  stage  to  impending 
movement  of  doctors'  surgeries. 

The  Practice  Committee  received 
a  report  of  a  meeting  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  Society,  the 
PSNC  and  the  General  Medical 
Services  Committee,  at  which 
pharmacy's  representatives  sought  the 
early  involvement  by  pharmacists  when 
a  family  practitioner  committee  was 


first  considering  a  doctor's  application 
to  move  a  surgery.  The  meeting  had 
been  told  that  the  British  Medical 
Association  believed  that  disclosure 
of  proposed  moves  before  the  FPC 
had  given  approval  could  be 
detrimental  to  the  doctor's  interests, 
and  the  BMA  would  only  agree  to  the 
LPC  being  notified  after  the  FPC  had 
given  approval. 

Draft  letter 

The  Practice  Committee  considered 
a  draft  letter  on  the  matter  which  the 
GMSC  had  proposed  should  be  sent  to 
the  Department  of  Health  jointly  by 
the  three  organisations.  After 
considerable  discussion,  the  committee 
agreed  there  would  be  no  value  in 
sending  the  letter  and  recommended 
that  the  PSNC  and  GMSC  be  told 
that  the  Society  was  not  prepared  to 
sign  the  letter.  Council  also  agreed 
with  the  committee's  recommendation 
that  ways  of  alerting  LPCs  to 
impending  surgery  moves  should  be 
discussed  with  the  PSNC. 

■  Council  has  appointed  the  Society's 
deputy  secretary,  Mr  R.  Dickinson, 
as  secretary  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  Practice  Ltd.  The 
memorandum  and  articles  of 
association  of  the  new  company  must 
be  signed  by  seven  subscribers,  and 
Council  agreed  that  the  seven  should 
be  the  four  officers  together  with  the 
three  senior  past  presidents. 

■  Council  agreed  to  proceed  with  the 
proposed  alteration  to  the  bye-laws 
regarding  pre-registration  experience. 
A  number  of  hospital  pharmacists  had 
written  direct  to  the  Privy  Council 
objecting  to  the  proposed  fee  for 
pre-registration  graduates  and  the 
proposed  changes  affecting  the  fee  paid 
when  registration  took  place  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year  (the  latter 
proposed  changes  affecting  the  fee  paid 
has  already  been  submitted  to  the 
Privy  Council  for  approval). 

A  revised  checklist  and  instructions 
for  pre-registration  experience,  to  be 
used  in  association  with  the  new 
appraisal  scheme,  was  approved. 


■  The  secretary  and  registrar  reported 
that  the  Minister  for  Health  had 
replied  to  the  Society's  request  for  a 
central  statement  confirming  that  the 
Department  of  Health  still  supported 
the  co-ordination  of  the  family 
practitioner  services  with  the 
community  and  hospital  services. 
Although  not  agreeing  to  a  central 
statement,  the  Minister  had  begun  his 
letter  with  the  sentence:  "We 
certainly  regard  effective  collaboration 
between  the  family  practitioner 
services  and  the  community  and 
hospital  services  managed  by  health 
authorities  as  of  prime  importance." 

■  A  request  from  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Students'  Association 
that  there  should  be  student 
representation  on  the  Society's 
Education  Committee  has  been  turned 
down. 

■  The  total  grant  paid  to  the  branches 
will  be  increased  by  10  per  cent  for 
the  financial  year  starting  April  1, 
1981,  with  an  adjustment  in  the  scale 
by  which  the  grant  is  calculated  to 
give  greater  financial  assistance  to  the 
very  small  branches.  It  was  also  agreed 
that  the  regional  grant  and  the  regional 
conference  grant  should  be  increased 
by  10  per  cent  for  the  same  year. 

Public  relations  grants 

The  Society  is  to  continue  to  make 
public  relations  grants  to  branches 
and  regions,  Council  decided,  but 
future  grants  will  be  made  only  on 
application  by  branches  and  regions 
wishing  to  receive  the  money.  It  was 
also  agreed  that  those  branches  which 
had  spent  less  than  50  per  cent  of 
their  grant,  should  first  spend  their 
current  allocation  before  any 
application  for  a  further  grant  could 
be  considered,  unless  the  application 
was  for  a  specific  project  involving 
the  money  in  hand  and  any  extra 
required. 

■  A  demonstration  of  the  work  of  the 
Society's  audio-visual  aids  committee 
is  to  be  held  at  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  Brighton 
in  1981,  on  the  day  of  the  science 
demonstration  session.  An  information 
stand  is  to  be  mounted  at  the 
Conference  by  the  Agricultural  and 
Veterinary  Pharmacists  Group. 

■  The  constitution  of  the  Hospital 
Pharmacists  Group  is  to  be  amended 
to  remove  a  requirement  that  a 
quorum  for  the  group  committee  must 
include  at  least  two  members  of  the 
Society's  Council.  In  future  a  quorum 

Continued  overleaf 
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shall  be  seven,  not  less  than  four  of 

whom  shall  be  elected  members  of  the 

committee. 

■  The  Society  is  to  send  a  further 
letter  to  the  Secretary  for  Social 
Services  urging  him  to  take  steps  to 
end  notional  pricing  by  wholesalers. 

■  On  the  recommendation  of  the 
general  practice  subcommittee,  Council 
agreed  that  a  Press  release  should  be 
issued  in  mid-November  explaining 
the  new  prescription  charges  and 
expressing  the  Society's  opposition  to 
prescription  charges  as  a  whole. 

■  It  was  reported  to  the  Practice 
Committee  that  the  Department  of 
Health  had  turned  down  a  suggestion 
that  an  additional  range  of  orthoses 
should  be  available  through  suitably 
trained  contractors.  The  suggestion 
had  been  made  following  a  meeting 
called  by  the  British  Surgical  Trades 
Association  and  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  Society  and  the 
PSNC. 

■  The  treasurer  and  the  deputy 
secretary  are  to  represent  the  Society 
at  a  meeting  on  December  4, 
organised  by  the  Department  of 
Health,  to  discuss  recommendation  9 
of  the  Clothier  Report,  concerning 
compensation  for  practitioners 
adversely  affected  by  decisions  of  the 
Rural  Dispensing  Committee. 

■  A  new  design  is  to  be  introduced 
for  the  Society's  registration 
certificates.  The  new  certificates  will 
be  A4  size  in  a  design  similar  to  the 
certificates  and  diplomas  issued  by  the 
universities.  It  will  cost  much  less  to 
print  than  the  existing  certificates,  and 
will  be  more  difficult  to  forge  or  copy 
because  it  will  incorporate  an  embossed 
design.  It  will  be  signed  by  the 
president  and  registrar  but  not,  as  on 
current  certificates,  the  vice-president. 

■  Council  is  to  raise  no  objection  to  a 
proposed  survey  into  the  misuse  of 
psychotropic  drugs  in  the  London  area, 
subject  to  no  objection  being  raised 
by  the  British  Medical  Association.  ■ 


Expenses  for  court 
appearances 

The  Executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Scottish  Department  has 
decided  that  pharmacists  should  be 
regarded  as  professional  witnesses 
when  they  give  expert  evidence  on 
forged  prescriptions. 

A  motion  carried  at  the 
Department's  annual  meeting 
suggested  that  pharmacists  giving 
such  evidence  in  court  should  be 
entitled  to  reimbursement  of  all 
expenses.  The  Executive  noted  at 
its  meeting  last  month  that  there 
was  considerable  variation  in  the  fees 
awarded  but  the  extent  of  the 
problem  was  difficult  to  define 
because  pharmacists  who  were 
satisfied  with  their  expenses  rarely 
reported  it  to  the  Society. 

The  Executive  believed  detection 
of  forged  prescriptions  involved  a 
degree  of  professional  expertise  that 
would  not  be  expected  from  a  member 
of  the  general  public,  so  on  this  basis 
the  pharmacist  should  be  regarded  as 
a  professional  witness.  It  was  decided 
that  the  question  of  expenses  should 
be  taken  up  through  the  Society's 
legal  adviser.  ■ 


Agriculture  rules 


A  consultative  document  has  been 
issued  by  the  Health  and  Safety 
Commission  with  proposals  to  replace 
the  Health  and  Safety  (Agriculture) 
(Poisonous  Substances)  Regulations 
1975. 

The  proposed  new  regulations 
will  be  known  as  the  Poisonous 


Substances  in  Agriculture 
Regulations  and  will  follow  closely  the 
1975  ones.  They  will  also:  adopt  a 
simplified  wording,  exclude  those 
substances  listed  in  the  1975 
regulations  no  longer  available,  and 
incorporate  others  developed  since 
the  1975  regulations.  A  two  year 
transition  period  is  proposed.

Disinfectant  label 

Baby  Hygienics  Ltd  have  given  an 
undertaking  in  court  to  alter  the  label 
of  their  antiseptic  disinfectant  so  that 
it  does  not  contravene  Dettol 
antiseptic  disinfectant  manufactured 
by  Reckitt  &  Colman  pharmaceutical 
division.  The  defendants  agreed  to 
withdraw  their  offending  label  but  this 
will  not  include  a  recall  of  stocks.  ■ 


USA  history  marker 

The  American  Institute  of  the  History 
of  Pharmacy,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Illinois  Pharmacists'  Association,  has 
dedicated  a  historical  marker  at  the 
northern  regional  research  centre.  US 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  Peoria, 
Illinois,  to  commemorate  that 
laboratory's  role  in  the  development  of 
large-scale  penicillin  manufacture, 
1941-46.  Points  mentioned  are  the 
introduction  of  submerged  culture 
fermentation,  the  use  of  precursors 
to  produce  more  effective  penicillin, 
and  the  discovery  of  a  mold  strain 
more  productive  of  penicillin.  ■

With  reference  to  your  editorial 
column,  entitled  "Deja  vu?"  Emotional 
certainly  it  can  be,  especially  when 
certain  vested  interests  scent  a  whiff  of 
possible  organised  support  for  the 
interests  of  managers.  But  to  re-state 
the  case  for  union  organisation,  it 
must  be  acknowledged  that  the  vast 
majority  of  pharmacists  stand  to  gain 
a  great  deal  by  using  the  collective 
bargaining  expertise  of  a  large 
successful  union,  ASTMS. 

The  actual  objectives  and  interests 
of  the  pharmacist  members  will  of 
course  be  those  decided  by  the 
membership.  The  suggestion  that 
ASTMS  needs  to  "expose"  the  PSNC 
is  of  course  a  "red  herring"  and 
irrelevant  to  the  need  to  reduce 
working  hours,  raise  salaries,  improve 
working  conditions,  provide  pensions, 
locums.  and  job  security — to  mention 
only  the  minimum  of  targets  in  view. 

But  of  course  we  need  a  reasonable 
proportion  of  members,  before  our 
weight  can  be  felt.  Do  you.  Mr  Editor, 
really  mean  to  suggest  that  our 


membership  target  might  fail  for  want 
of  the  ability  to  pay  a  £24  annual  fee 
to  ASTMS.  especially  when  this  is 
allowable  against  tax? 

Pharmacists  need  not  doubt  the 
effectiveness  of  collective  bargaining, 
and  need  not  be  afraid  of  throwing 
money  down  the  drain,  but  they  need 
to  look  to  the  harder  times  ahead  when 
we  will  need  all  the  mutual  support  we 
can  muster.

Withdrawal  of  these  incentives,  now 
that  they  have  been  established,  is 
very  painful.  Any  other  business/ 
profession  is  allowed  to  purchase  stock 
at  list  price  plus  incentives,  yet 
Mr  Ritchie  sees  fit  not  to  allow  us 
that  perogative — or  at  least  to 
reduce  it. 

Might  I  remind  Mr  Ritchie  that 
the  wholesaler's  lot  is  not  so  bad  as 
he  is  trying  to  make  out. 
Pharmaceutical  manufacturers  today 
do  much  less  in  "direct  orders"  to  the 
chemist,  and  the  pattern  of  buying 
has  swung  dramatically  into  the 
wholesaler's  hands.  There  was  a  time 
when  I  would  have  begrudged  any 
purchase  of  a  Parke-Davis  product 
through  the  wholesaler  when  I  could 
have  bought  it  "direct" — and  the  same 
applies  to  Beecham,  Bencard,  MSD, 
Wyeth,  Abbott,  etc. 

I  personally  find  that  because  of 
this  swing,  I  no  longer  have  much 
use  for  the  NPA  Clearing  House. 
Multiply  my  situation  by  hundreds 
and  possibly  thousands  and  we  see  an 
enormous  increase  in  sales  volume  that 
Mr  Ritchie  seems  not  to  be  taking 
into  account. 

There  is  your  increase  in  volume, 
now  how  about  our  discounts  again?

Think  ahead  

Everything  these  days  is  becoming 
electronic.  We  have  all  seen  television 
games,  computerised  toys,  etc.;  we  are 
aware  of  electronic  ignition  in  cars  and 
many  pharmacists  will  have  electronic 
tablet  counters. 

The  current  line  now  is  electronic 
cash  registers  and  a  good  deal  of 
publicity  is  given  to  the  fact  that  many 
businesses  have  not  replaced  their  tills 
since  VAT  was  introduced  and  that 
these  are  now  out  of  date, 
uneconomical  to  service  and  mostly 
obsolete.  The  inference  is  that  we  all 
need  new  electronic  machines  and 
here,  I  believe,  lies  a  trap.  With  so 
much  publicity  also  being  given  to 
computer  systems  in  pharmacy,  one 
might  think  that  an  electronic  cash 
register  can  be  a  part  of  such  a  system. 
It  cannot  and  it  is  essential  that  one 
does  not  confuse  an  electronic  cash 
register  with  an  electronic  point  of  sale 
terminal.  Whilst  the  POS  terminal  does 
all  that  the  ECR  does,  the  reverse  is 
definitely  not  true. 

With  POS  stock  control  already 
established  and  independent  order 
transmission  just  around  the  corner,  it 
would  be  well  worthwhile  to  think 
twice  before  buying  an  ECR  which 
will  be  useless  if  the  purchaser  wishes 
to  install  a  POS  terminal  soon.

Ostomy  plea 


A  plea  that  retail  pharmacists  should 
help  put  ostomists  in  contact  with 
health  care  specialist's  was  made  by 
Mr  Keith  Wetherell,  Squibb  Surgicare 
Ltd.  at  the  recent  Unichem  seminar 
in  Tenerife  (last  week  p764). 

During  a  comprehensive 
examination  of  stoma  creation  and 
care,  he  pointed  out  that  many  patients 
from  the  "pre-Stomahesive"  era  set 
themselves  a  standard  of  comfort  that 
was  much  lower  than  necessary. 
For  example,  pancreatic  enzymes 
making  contact  with  the  surrounding 
skin  could  leave  it  red  raw,  and  damage 
could  also  be  caused  by  repeated 


stripping  of  flange  adhesives. 

Many  patients  who  accepted  this 
as  inevitable  were  equipped  before 
nursing  staff  received  specialist  training, 
and  they  could  only  be  helped  if  they 
could  he  traced.  Pharmacists,  as 
dispensers  of  equipment  prescriptions, 
could  aid  this  process  by  asking 
patients  about  the  level  of  comfort 
achieved  and  advising  when  to  seek 
assistance;  patients  could  also  be  put 
in  touch  with  the  several  self-help 
organisations  set  up  by  ostomists.

"Do  you  think  the  shop  needs  three  or  four  dozen  Benylin?" 
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Review  on  energy  costs 
follows  long  campaign 


Following  a  long  campaign  by  UK 
manufacturers  to  get  the  cost  of 
energy  lowered  to  the  levels  of 
European  competitors  Mr  David 
Howell.  Energy  Secretary,  has  agreed 
to  look  at  changes  in  policy. 

Following  a  survey  of  energy  prices 
by  the  Department  of  Energy,  the 
Government  has  concluded  that  UK 
firms  have  been  overcharged  for  heavy 
fuel  oils,  electricity  and  renewed 
contracts. 

The  changes  could  include  a 
lowering  of  prices  for  new,  but  not 
renewed  gas  contracts,  and  a  review 
of  the  electricity  supply  industry's 
bulk  tarriff  system. 

Last  week  Martin  Trowbridge, 
director  general.  Chemical  Industries 
Association,  attacked  the  Government's 
attitude  towards  energy  costs  in  a 
letter  to  the  chemical  industry's  chief 
executives:  "Our  Association  first 
exposed  the  great  disadvantages  facing 
British  industry  eighteen  months  ago. 
The  Government  really  has  no  excuse 
for  further  delays  in  taking  effective 


action  on  industry  energy  costs." 

His  letter  accompanies  a  study  by 
CIA  of  gas,  electricity  and  oil  prices 
compared  with  those  being  paid  by 
chemical  companies  elsewhere  in 
Europe.  According  to  the  study,  for 
comparable  output,  the  UK  chemical 
industry  pays  £200  million  more  for 
energy  than  its  competitor  industries 
in  France  and  Germany,  and  Mr 
Trowbridge  writes:  "it  is  very  hard 
to  understand  why  nothing  has  yet 
been  done  by  Government  about  this 
paradoxical  situation — high-cost  energy 
in  an  energy-rich  country  causing 
efficient  industry  to  be  forced  out  of 
world  markets  by  an  energy-inflated 
exchange  rate". 

As  the  changes  announced  by 
Mr  Howell  have  not  yet  been  issued 
as  a  policy  statement  from  the 
Department  of  Energy,  the  CIA  has, 
as  yet.  no  official  statement  to  make, 
but  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be 
unhappy  with  anything  less  than  price 
parity  with  their  larger  EEC 
competitors.  ■ 


Government  squash 
loan  scheme  

Mr  David  Mitchell,  Minister 
responsible  for  small  firms,  has  made 
it  clear  that  the  Government  are  not 
sympathetic  to  the  introduction  of  a 
loan  guarantee  scheme. 

In  a  meeting  with  the  Association 
of  Small  Businesses,  the  Minister  said 
that  a  Government  backed  scheme 
would  not  be  compatable  with  controls 
on  bank  lending  and  he  did  not  feel 
that  taxpayers  money  should  be  put  at 
risk.  Nevertheless  he  stated  that  the 
Department  of  Industry  is  still  looking 
into  investment  vehicles  and  tax 
reliefs  that  might  be  suitable  for  the 
small  business  sector.  ■ 

Innovative  fund 

The  National  Research  Development 
Corporation  has  established  a  fund 
to  increase  its  investment  in  small 
businesses.  The  small  company 
innovation  fund  is  intended  to  help 
existing  small  innovative  businesses 
and  those  about  to  start  up. 


The  fund  has  'initial  resources  of 
£2  million  and  is  already  considering 
applications  from  some  20  firms.  The 
corporation  aims  to  offer  a  wide  range 
of  financial  packages  tailored  to  meet 
the  individual  needs  of  each  client. 
Packages  can  include  equity,  preference 
shares  and  loans  as  well  as  other  types 
of  aid  already  offered  by  the  NRDC.  ■ 

POS  skills  training 
pack  launched 

"Cashpoint"  is  a  new  training  pack 
produced  by  the  Distributive  Industry 
Training  Board,  and  is  intended 
particularly  for  the  smaller  firm  with 
the  object  of  improving  the  skills 
of  staff  on  check-outs,  service  points 
and  cash-and-wrap  points. 

The  pack  (£16)  can  be  used  by 
trainees  on  their  own,  or  in  a 
formal  setting  as  a  group  under  the 
guidance  of  an  instructor.  Refill 
packs  consisting  of  three  trainee's 
handbooks  and  three  copies  of  the 
cassette  workbook  are  also 
available  (£6).

Export  surplus 
on  target 

Pharmaceutical  exports  in  the  first 
nine  months  of  1980  totalled  £559.3 
million — an  increase  of  18.9  per  cent 
compared  with  the  same  period  last 
year  (£470. 4m).  With  imports  at 
£164.9m,  down  1.3  per  cent  compared 
with  the  same  period  in  1979 
(£167.  lm),  the  industry's  trade 
"surplus"  increased  by  30  per  cent 
to  £394.4m  (£303. 3m). 

Commenting  on  the  figures,  a 
spokesman  for  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  said: 
"We  are  still  on  target  for  a 
record-breaking  £500  million  surplus 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  This  is  a 
tremendous  achievement  considering 
the  continuing  strength  of  the  pound. 
The  reduction  in  imports  is  also 
particularly  encouraging."  ■ 

Arbitrators  may 
merge 

A  merger  of  the  special  commissioners 
of  income  tax  and  VAT  tribunals  is 
being  considered  by  the  Inland  revenue 
and  Customs  and  Excise. 

A  consultative  document  looking  at 
the  consequences  of  such  a  merger  has 
been  published  and  comments  should 
be  made  by  November  28  to  the 
Secretary,  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  or 
the  Secretary,  HM  Customs  and  Excise.

Maternity  benefits 

A  consultative  document  published  last 
week  looks  at  radical  alternatives  to 
the  current  system  of  maternity 
benefits. 

While  no  specific  change  is 
advocated,  the  aim  of  the  document 
is  to  look  at  ways  of  simplifying  the 
system  while  spreading  the  available 
resources  more  equitably  and  lightening 
the  burden  on  employers. 

No  specific  recommendations  are 
made  but  three  alternative 
arrangements  are  set  out,  one  of 
which  would  abolish  employers' 
obligations  to  provide  six  week's 
maternity  pay  and  improve  the  lump 
sum  payment,  while  retaining  the 
maternity  allowance.

Ronson  forced 
to  cut-back— 
587  jobs  lost 


Ronson  are  making  587  redundancies 
in  a  consolidation  operation  aimed  at 
reducing  operating  overhead  costs. 

The  company  will  not  be  renewing 
the  lease  on  its  Creamlington  factory 
in  March  of  next  year,  and  shaver 
production  will  instead  be 
concentrated  at  its  West  Chirton, 
North  Shields  plant.  Similarly  in 
lighter  production,  manufacture  at 
its  Newport  Isle  of  Wight  factory 
will  be  progressively  phased  out 
during  1981  and  the  necessary 
facilities  transferred  to  its  main  base 
at  Leatherhead. 

Ronson  blame  the  continuing 
recession  in  the  UK  and  world 
markets,  together  with  increased 
market  penetration  by  foreign 
competitors.  High  exchange  rates  and 
the  strength  of  sterling  have  also 
affected  performance. 

They  do  believe,  however,  that 
the  reorganisation  will  significantly 
reduce  costs  and  provide  a  firmer 
basis  on  which  to  continue 
production.  ■ 


Factor  takeover  of

Cochin  ginger  up 

London  November  1 1 :  After  a  year  or 
more  of  falling  prices,  Cochin  ginger 
was  advanced  by  £45  metric  ton  for 
shipment  and  spot  was  marked  up  by 
£50  to  £435.  In  January  1979  the 
equivalent  market  price  was  at  an 
inflated  rate  of  £900  because  of  a 
world  shortage  of  the  root. 

Elsewhere  in  spices,  cinnamon  bark 
was  unavailable  on  the  spot  following 
a  £50  rise  in  shipment  quotations. 
Black  pepper  was  easier  in  the  forward 
position  although  white  was  unchanged. 
In  botanicals,  gentian  root  was  dearer 
while  kola  nuts  and  Matto  Grosso 
ipecacuanha  were  lower. 

Stocks  of  some  essential  oils  are 
reported  to  be  getting  short  on  the 
spot  because  importers  are  hesitant  to 
buy  during  this  period  of  little  demand 
and  of  high  interest  rates.  A  typical 
example  of  such  shortage  is 
sandalwood.  Easier  are  Chinese 
citronella,  clove  leaf,  eucalyptus, 
nutmeg,  patchouli  and  vetivert. 
Lemongrass  and  Chinese  peppermint 
are  dearer. 

Among  pharmaceutical  chemicals, 
anaesthetic  ether  packed  in  bottles  has 
been  increased  but  the  price  of  bulk  in 
drums  is  unaltered,  as  is  solvent 
ether.  There  has  been  an  adjustment  in 
the  prices  of  petroleum  jellies. 
Adrenaline,  isoprenaline  salts  and 
isoetharine  are  all  dearer.
